I venture to produce an otBcial doe- 
nraent made by neithor clergy nor 
priest and which, though taken at ran- 
dom, is sufficient to show that the hon 
orable gentleman made a mistake. 

In tlio papers connected with the 
Indian land question, 1S50, 1875, print- 
ed at Victoria, [jage IIG, we read a let- 
ter from the superintendent of Indian 
afl'airs to tho Lieut.-Goveruor, dated 
June 2l3t, 1873, in which Mr. J. W. 
Powell says: 

"I am informed at diflerent places 
just visited by me that in some in- 
stances great injustice has been done 
the Indians in not reserving sufficient 
land for their use, and in somo cases, 
such as Como.ic, Chomainus, etc., laud 
actually occupied by Indians as pota- 
toe patches, etc., has been pre-empted 
by white settler.s and certificates grant- 
ed. From these causes abundant dis- 
content prevails among Indians both 
on the Islanrl and Mainland." 

ilr. Macdonald is well .spoken of by 
those who know him, and I havo no 
doubt that when this official document 
will come to his notice a false impres- 
sion will be removed from him and 
from others.

Annual Eeport read at (General. Heetin? held March 10th, 1880. 

The Directors in presenting their annual report have to congratulate the aubacriber* 
on the erection and furnishing of the much-needed fever ward. This has been accomplished 
froth, the funds left on hand from tho previous year. 

The urgent necessity of relieving tho Hospital of a number of patients to whom no 
medical relief can be given has been pressed upon thp .Qovernmeut by tho Directors, and 
ahso by a public meeting of citizens called for the purpose of establishing a Convalescent 
Home. It is confidently expected that a sum of money will be granted for the erection of 
such a homo, thus enabling the Hospital to better fulfil its proper office'' of restoring the. 
sick to health. It is also necessary that the Hospital bo put in a position to receive female,'^ 
patients, and it is hoped that the grant will be sufficient to provide a separate ward for sick 
womeii, distinctly apart from the present men's wards. Tn tlie past, owing to there being 
but a small room with one bed only available for the purpose, female patients have had to 
be treated in lodgings in the city at extra expense iinrl much extra work for tho medical 
officer. 

During the past year the comfort of tho patiouis ha.s been increased, seats hanng 
been placed in tho grounds and books added to the library. 'The condition of tho building 
has been improved, the surgical ward (a badly plastered structure, always damp) having 
being weather-boarded. Painting having been done, and sundry repairs made' it may now 
bo considered in good order. ' , ;' Y 

AH claims against the Hcspital havo been paid up to the end of last February, 'the ' 
TrcaKurer's report will show the present financial condition. 

With thanks the Directors havo to note thidt' the Hospital has largely benefitted by 
liberal donations of coal from the Vancouver Coal Co., from Messrs. Dunsmuir, Diggle 
Co., and from Mr. Geo. Stelly ; by various gifts from thoughtful citizens of Victoria, sueh a.^ •: 
books, periodicals, including tho daily papers, flowers, plants, cast-off clothing, old linen, 
oLc, by visits from ministers of religion, and by the interest taken in its welfare by the - 
public generally as shown by the visitors' book. It is hoped that this interest Avill increased 
as it is a benefit to many patients and an incontlvo to tho ofiicers of the institution to 
faithfully discharge their duties. 

It is to be regretted that the subscription list falls short of that of last year. Thifl • 
is not owing to any want of effort in canvassing, butj''d(5lib'tle3S,,'tQ umwual 'call iiiad^'bn/ 
the public for contributions to another worthy object. ,;• . ' ;' 

In closing this report the Directors tender their thanks to the honorary consulting^ " 
medical men for assistance on extra' occasions. They also express their satisfaction with 
tho attention and considerate conduct of Dr. J. B. Matthews, th6' visiting surgeon; also, 
with the 7.oal and efficiency of Mr. and, .Mrs. Gilbert Robinson, the Superintendent and""

The largest piece found is part of tho skull 
of a Chinaman with the cuf attached. 
There were six lionsc.s in.sido tlio Avorks. 
All were blown to.sliveri, but tho work- 
men in them esc tpod with the exception 
of^^onp.man in th.3 magazine, no .trace of 
whom wns. found.

The cause 
i5f the explosion is supposed to he caro- 
lesanesa. Workmen arc hired by the 
piece and directed to use wooden m-illets 
in packing the c.irtridj{e3, but they found 
they could work fa.ster and make more 
money by using iron hammers, a risky 
business around giant powder, ft is sup- 
posed that some man hit once too many 
and liis cartridge went otl', igniting tho 
powder boforo him, .which communicated 
with adjacent pa6kage«^with the terrible 
result noted.

TUE IKDEPEXDEKCK OF r.VRLUMKKT, 

Mr. E. Brown moved the second read- 
ing of a bill intituled an "Act respecting 
tho Independence of Parliament." Tho 
measure provides as follows:— 

1. Tho "Independence of Parliament 
Act, 1875," is hereby repealed. 

2. Any person who has at any time 
ainco the passing of the said last men- 
tioned Act been elected a member of tho 
Legislative Assemblj', and who may by rea- 
son of tho said Act being in forco have 
become disqualified to sit or vote in tho 
Huuao of Assemby as such member, is 
hereby relieved from such disqualification 
and from any consequent disability to sit or 
vote in tho said Assoinb y, and such per- 
son is hereby indemniticd, exonerated, 
frcetl and discharged from all penalties or 
fcrfeituros mentioned in said Act. 

3. This Act may bo pleaded as, and 
sluall operate as, a bar to and discharge of 
any action or suit now ponding, and of 
any proceedings taken theo-ein, and of any 
suit, action, or proceedings whatsoever, 
Avhich may or might have been brought 
against such person under thu provisions 
of the Act in tlie first section mentioned. 

Mr. .\sh submitted that as the attor- 
ney-general had a personal interest in tlio 
matter he should not vote. 

The hon. introducer of tho bill said 
that ho considered the measure ho now 
proposed to repeal a very injurious ono to 
tho Province at largo in view of tho great 
federal works about to be undertaken. 
Tho measure woidd deprive tho Houso of 
some of the best men in tho Province. 

Mr. Smitho said he would like to hear 
tho attornov-genoral'.i opinion .is to tho 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeiu ropliod that ho had 
nothing whatever to say in explanation. 
Tho hon. gontloman (Mr S.) understood 
tho operation of the bill just as well as 
ho did. 

Mr. Mara naid it was due to monibors 
that the attornoy-general, who was tho 
only lawyer in tho House, should explain 
wliy tho ropoal of tlio luousuro in uuus- 
tion was asked for. Although much 
might be said in favor of the repeal lio 
thought a new but le.ss stringent act 
should bp introduced in its place, .ind that 
salaried otlicor.s of tho Douiinion Govern- 
mnnt should not bo allowed to sit in the 
House. He did not think that any i)or- 
son intended to recover tho penalty of 
?.')00f><ir ciieni from the iittornBy-genoral 
and was of opinion that relief should be 
aflbrded him. Theattornoy -general should 
give the Hmiao a [)riipt>r construction of 
thn .\ct. 111! (Mr. .Mara) qiiiro approvod 
of thn indemnifying clauses. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeui- -The hon. gentle- 
man has very good roxson to approve of 
them inasmuch as he was owner of a 
third interest in the steamer Marten, em- 
ployed by the Dominion giivernment, and 
sat here during the cunsecutive sessions of 
1875, 70 and '77, whilst l,as it i.< alleged, 
only became subject to the act in ono in- 
stance. I could, if 1 had liked, have in- 
stituted a suit iigainst the hon. gentleman. 
Indeed, 1 was pressed to do so but declin- 
ed, although his disability to ait here was 
well known. I have aat here for tho past 
nine daya, however, in the tirm conviction 
and full belief that I have a right to sit 
and my opinion is borne out by one of tho 
judges of the Supremo Court. 1 ask for 
no mercy and require none, but I do not 
think that 1 would sit in the House again 
unless the repeal of tho measure is as- 
sented to. 

The hon. gentleman, continuing, said 
that with ill duo doforencc to two of the 
learned judges of tho Supremo Court ho 
was glad to seo that his own opinion was 
sustained by the third judge. Ho then 
alluded to the original introduction of 
tho measure to bo repealed and pointed 
out that it was intended to prevent tho 
ruling of the Houso by contractors whoso 
interests might bo identical with those of 
tho Dominion government. It was bettor 
to deal with master than man. Tho cir- 
cumstances, however, were now entirely 
altered. There was a different govern- 
ment at Ottawa and the bill was ni) long- 
er necossarj". He had been followed by 
a vindictive and spiteful persecution for 
doing what ho really believed to be his 
duty to tho countr}', a young person be- 
ing put forward .as tho catspaw in the 
proceedings. At Ottawa he (.Mr. W.) 
had boen followed closely; in fact had 
been under a sort of e^-pioimge. Whether 
at breakfast, lunch or dinner he found 
certain persons watching him and prepar- 
ing themselves to furnish a diary of his 
doings to people in this province. Even 
had tho decision of tho Supreme Court 
gone against him he had made up 
his mind to face the courts as he was 
satisfied that no jury in tho land could be 
found to give a verdict against him for 
penalties. He then referred to tho intro- 
duction in tho Ottawa House of a bill to 
imdemnify eighteen mombors who had 
unwittingly violated the law, but continu- 
ed to sit in tlio Houso. Mr. Cunning- 
ham, the late member for New West- 
minster, had been afraid to go back to 
tho House. Tho bill of 1875 ought to bo 
repealed. There could be no doubt as to 
that. It deprived the House of tho services 
of some of the best men in the province. 

Mr. Mara repliod that as to tho at- 
torney-general's remarks concerning tho 
steamer Marten and he being a part owfl- 
or of it, he (Mr. M.) had not at any timio 
been afraid of any action that cuuld pos- 
sibly bo taken against him under tho In- 
dependence of Parliament Act. He would 
intioed have been a simpleton to have run 
any risk in the matter having the knowledge 
that tho papers concerning tho transac- 
tions of the steamer were before the at- 
tornoy-general and that he woidd scruti- 
nize them keenly. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoiii. - I don't say iluit 
you arc a simpleton for sitting here now. 
I say you sat here for three successive 
sessions and that your inability during 
that time was never divulged. 

Mr. Ash asked tho attorney-general for 
information as to the .subscription takon 
up to proseciito Mr. M.nra. 

Hon. Mr. Wulkom. — No such subacrii)- 
tion was over taken up or money paid to 
counsel to prosecute that^genctleman. 
Counsel was taken and I believe tho hon. 
member for Comox otTered to subscribe 
in tho event of a prosecution. 

jMr. SmitliB said when he askml tho 
attorney-general to address tho Houso 
upon the subject of tho bill ho was anx- 
ious to know how tho Premier viewed a 
proposition to repeal the Act he had at 
oue time advocated ill tho strongest pos- 
sible manner, and ho had not expected 
him to launch into a long personal ex- 
planation wit-li reference to recent pro- 
ceedings instituted under the provisions 
of the Act. ■ It was only another case of 
the hon. gentleman being obli^'ed to sub- 
mit to a conipleto reversal of his opinions 
and policy. There were two points in- 
volvpd in tho hill boforo the House. The 
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ing important considerations, and while 
;no ono, after hearing wliat had been said 
before and by the judges upon tho sub- 
r ject, could well entertain a : conTigtion 



that the Act proposed to bo repealed was 
not a bad ono, nevertheless, to reraovo all 
restraint upon members of the Houso was 
a sweeping one and one he was not pro- 
pared to ,endpi!pe(j,';he; agreed, ihovever, 
with IVIr; ■ Mara that probably" the best 
course would be to pass tho repeal now 
and introducQ a new bill to provide for a 
modification of the repealed Act. There 
could be no doubt tho attorney -general's 
seat had become virtually vacant but 
there was no wish to hold that gentle- 
man .resppnsible for the heavy penalty, he' 
was liable to. The hon. gentleman had- 
said that he had unwittingly vioLited tho 
law. 

Hon. Mr. ^\alkem. — No. 

Mr. Smitho contended that ho had, and 
that consequently a great reflection had 
been cast upon him as attorney-general 
a] ha Qugh;:to.have,uadierstood the law. 

Hon. uxr. Walkem. — And' consequent- 
ly upon ono of tho Supreme Court judges. 
You havo nothing to say about that. 

Mr. Smithe replied that tho Houso was 
not dealing with the judgments of tho 
Court. It would bo well romemborod 
that tho attorney-general had most veho- 
mpntly ^advocated tho passage of tho 
measure it was now proposed to repeal, 
but he was glad that he had at last come 
to a proper view of tho matter. Ho had 
frequently hoard tho attornoy-general 
retract all he had said aa to former 
bills and in this instance liLs retraction 
was a clear admission that tho minority of 
1875 wa^ correct in.the stand it had . tak- 
en. *ri\e bill had been introduced from 
the fear of tho influence of ono man, but 
in digging tho pit for others the attornoy- 
general had fallen into it himself. On 
the first day of tho present aosslon ho (Mr. 
S.) had asked Mr. Walkom to explain 
his position in tho matter, but that hon. 
gontleraan had repliod in a spirit of brav- 
ado which had carried him through on 
previous occasions and which ho lioped 
would servo him in this instance. Whilst 
porusing tho attorncy-gonoral's ovidonco 
given before tho Supremo Court ho (Mr. 
S.) had })oen struck with that portion 
which roforrod to the magnaminity of tho 
attornoy-general in declining to accept 
any emolument lost tho acceptance should 
jeopardize his seat. He had given his 
time, couHe([Uontly, for nothing. Ho (Mr. 
8.) would remind the hon. gptitlomaii that 
it was not his time ho liad given, but that 
of Uie people of the Provincu who had 
paid him to work for them alone. Whilst 
working for tho Dominion Ooverament 
the attorney -genetid'-. department had 
boon neclected. A disgi-acoful con- 
dition of affiiira existed at Uassiar, 
whore Tom Anderion arrested for murder 
hiid been under anest fornerly two years 
and not yet boon tried and whoro John- 
son, the murderor of poor Jeiikinson, al- 
though sentenced months ;'.go, was yet un- 
hung, lio (Mr. Walkem) had neglected 
liis duty to follow a political op[)onont 
and could not by any possibility bo justi- 
fied in goin^ to Ottawa, for big or for 
little 'pay, on' purelj; doniinioual work. 
Tho act had beon violated and the seat 
vacated; but had the House tho right to say 
that an election need not take ])lace? If 
the House had that pov. er ho would snp- 
purt tho bill repealing a moasuro which 
was illiberal in its provisions. 

Mr. Ash s.iid that whilst tho bill was 
not what lie had hoped to see ho would be 
sorry to seo any member proceeded 
.ajjainst for a heavy pecuniary penalty. 
The question, however, as to whether a 
member had a right to receive emolument 
from tho Dominion government should' 
be thoroughly discussed. Perhaps mem- 
bers of the Executive should be entitled 
to receive such emolument because their 
relations with the Federal government were 
closer and more important than thoso of 
private membors. Ho thought also that 
the bill should explain whether those who 
haditdready violated the act now to be re- 
pealoiJ were not only to be indemnified 
but permitted to continue in the employ- 
ment. Ho failed to seo why a man, who 
called himself a lawyer, .should be placed 
in any different position to that of any 
other member. 

Mr. Wilson said ho took an entirely 
different view of the matter to other mem- 
bors of the House and would probably be 
alone in his contention. Ho held that 
the bill to bo repealed wa.s excoUcnt in 
principle and no complaint had evor boen 
hoard against it until this session. It 
was intended to protect this wo.ik legisla- 
ture against the influence of tho stronger 
legislature at Ottawa. Some clauses might 
be too stringent, but they could be amend- 
ed. Ho was opposed to the total aboli- 
tion of tho act, Personal feeling had boen 
displayed on both sides in the present in- 
stance, bat it was proper that the spirit 
of the bill should be kept distinct from 
personalities. If a member violated a law 
lio had no right as a legislator to tako ad- 
vant.ago of his position and say that ho 
was entitled to escape from tho penalties 
of that law. If tho attorney general was 
in a tight place and wanted to get out of 
it ho (Mr. \V.) would be one of tho first 
to put his hand in his pocket and help 
him out. 

Air. Bennett thought tho bill ought to 
bo repealed on account of its illiborality. 
An amended bill, however, should bo in- 
troduced provided with tho proper ma- 
cliinei-j' for carrying it into eflfcct. The 
principle of tho measure was no doubt 
good and had been recognized since the 
days of Queen Anne, but he did not 
tliink that tho Houso had so much oc- 
casion to bo suspicious of the Dominion 
aj of the Provincial Government. If ho 
worrt not of opinion that another Indepen- 
dence of Parliament bill would bo intro- 
diicud to meet the roquireinenta of the 
Province ho would oppose the repeal of 
tho existing Act. Under the circumstan- 
ces, however, and believing that a now bill 
would bo substituted ho supported the 
motion. 

Mr. Williams expressed himself strong- 
ly of opinion that members of tho Exec- 
cutivo should not bo allowed to accept any 
oiaploymont undor the Canadian Clovorn- 
ment. 

Mr. Ferguson tliouffht that any measure 
depriving a member of tho Uouao of his 
rights as a private citizen should be swept 
from tho .Statute book. 

Hon. Jlr. Humphreys thought thu act 
should bo repealed as it deprived or would 
deprive the Houso of at least 50 per cent, 
of the political material in tlio Province. 
Ho thouglit, moreover, that the attorney- 
gi'iieral .should receive a special voto of 
thanks for the duty ho had performed so 
successfully in tho Barnard .arbitration 
case. By his skill and ability ho had 
saved the Dominion and proportionately 
tho Province tho enormous expenditure 
of.S227,000. 

The question was then put and tho mo- 
tion carried, Mr. Wilson alono voting in 
the negative. 

The bill was then committed, with Mr. 
rinibury in tho chair. 

.Mr. Smitho asked tho attorney general 
again it tho House had the power to pa-ss 
tlie indemnifying clauses. 

Hon. Mv. Walkem — There is no doubt 
about it at all. The Houso clearly has 
tho power. 

Mr. Smithe— Then I shall be, glad, to

acting for tho Dominion Government he 
had done so from a sense of his duty to 
the provinco and after rcpoatcd requosts 
and 'not, a.s had' beeii asserted by tho 
loader of tho opposition, to follow rand 
persecute a political opponent. Ho con- 
tended at some length that the proposi-^ 
tion to debar tho members of iv pr.ivincial 
executive from duty of a nature similar 
to that ho had undert.aken was simply 
monstrous. Mr. Barnard's claim was a 
gigantic ono for the,w:ork performed and 
had been disallowed^iiotjfrbm any evi- 
dence produced by th6 Dominion govern- 
ment, but from the evidence of the plaintiflf 
himself. Ho hoped that tho matter 
would rest now and for ever. 

Mv. Smithe replied and stated that ho 
a; pported the bill because ha did not 
think that it woidd conduce to tho pub- 
lic good if tho provisions of tho measure 
proposed to bo ropoalod were put in force. 

Mr. Mara said that the debate had beon 
permitted to takoawiderrangothan usual, 
but ho would state that at no time he 
feared any action which might bo takon 
against him on the ground that ho had 
violated the Indopendonoe of Parliament 
Act. 

Hon. Mr. Be.avon did not think that 
tho attornov-gonor.al had violated tho 
Act. 

Tho second clauso w.is then passed 
without amendment. 

Mr. Saul moved an amendment to 
clauao 3 to prohibit any. person from tak- 
ing action for ousts or penalties against 
any person who has violated tho Act. 

Tho amendment was carried and the 
bill reported complete 

On motion tho standing orders wore 
Huspendod and the bill pa.ssed its third 
reading. 

Mr. Mara asked that tho judgments in 
the Barnard I'j Walkem case bo printed 
for tho information of tho House. 

Tlio attornoy-general said ho would suo 
tho judt;os about, tho matter. 

After a short recess tho House again 
mot and Mr. Smithe, Chairman of the Pri- 
vate Bills Committeo, reported that al- 
though tho usual notico had not boen 
given a.s to private bills relating to an 
oflicial map of Victoria, also as to a pub- 
lic landing to be established in that city, 
it was deemed advisablo that permission 
should bo granted for their introduction. 

Tho report having been adopted, tho 
bills were introduced by Mr. Wilson, and 
mad a fir.st time:
